SULLIVAN, JUSTICE, FOR THE COURT: 


Michael Graham and Adrienne Klasky Graham were married in 1980. In 1986, Adrienne received a divorce from Michael 
on the grounds of irreconcilable differences and was awarded custody of the couple's two sons. 


Michael's family said that Michael changed in personality after the divorce. Michael's father developed aneurysms of the 
head and stomach in September of 1988. Michael would visit his father in the hospital and would talk to him but he 
would not talk to the rest of the family. He became withdrawn. His mother described Michael as arrogant and angry 
during the three-year period after the divorce. 


On Christmas of 1988, Michael's family gathered at his parents' home located next door to Michael's. His three brothers 
and their families were all there since that Christmas would be his father's last. Mrs. Graham went next door to 
Michael's and asked him to come join the family. Michael told her that he did not have the time; he was too busy. 


Michael's brothers, Wayne, John, and Charles, noticed the change in Michael. He became withdrawn and rejected his 
family and friends. Once, Michael and his young nephews started throwing rocks at each other and Michael went into the 


house and called the police. 


Michael was represented by several lawyers during and after the divorce. Michael hired attorney Donald Sigalas to 
represent him in the divorce proceeding and in subsequent proceedings. Sigalas had known Michael for most of Michael's 
life. Sigalas also noticed a change in Michael after the divorce. According to Sigalas, he became withdrawn. 
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Michael hired attorney Richard Hamilton in October of 1987 to file a petition to try to get Michael visitation with his 
children. Adrienne responded by filing a counter-petition asking 


that Michael be held in contempt for unpaid child support and asking that the amount of child support be modified. 
Before a hearing was held on the matter, the judge met with the attorneys and indicated what he felt was a proper 
amount of child support. When Hamilton relayed this to Michael, Michael told him that he did not want Hamilton to 
represent him any more. During Hamilton's representation of Michael, Michael expressed anger toward his former wife 
and her father. In fact, he threatened their lives. 


Sigalas filed a petition on behalf of Michael asking that Adrienne be held in contempt for refusing Michael his visitation 
rights. In a hearing on this matter, the court held that Adrienne's was not a willful violation. Sigalas also represented 
Michael when Adrienne filed a petition asking that Michael be held in contempt for nonpayment of child support. Michael, 
in that instance, was held to be in contempt. 


Sigalas knew of one instance where Michael had hit Adrienne. That occurred one day when Michael went to Adrienne's 
to pick up the children and Adrienne refused him visitation. They argued, Adrienne slapped Michael, and he hit her. 


Adrienne asked the court for a protective order on two occasions. Michael would show up unannounced at Adrienne's. 
He also made threatening phone calls to Adrienne. The court issued a protective order and enjoined Michael from 
harassing Adrienne. The second time Adrienne asked for a protective order, Michael was sentenced to serve ninety days 
in the Adult Detention Center. Michael actually served thirty days of that sentence. Adrienne and her two sons 
eventually moved in with her parents because she was afraid of Michael. Adrienne worked for her father at Brumfield's 
Department Store in Pascagoula as a merchandise manager and buyer. 


On April 3, 1989, Michael was served with process. He was ordered to appear in the Jackson County Chancery Court on 
May 5, 1989, to show cause as to why he should not be held in contempt as alleged by the complaint filed by Adrienne. 


On April 4, 1989, two of Michael's brothers, Wayne and Charles, went to the courthouse and signed papers to have 
Michael picked up on a lunacy charge so that he could be evaluated. Michael was never picked up on the charge. 


On the morning of April 7, 1989, Adrienne worked on some orders at home until she left for work around 10:00 a.m. On 
her way to work, she dropped her mother off at the beauty shop on Jackson Avenue. 


Adrienne stopped at a traffic light on Jackson and Pascagoula Streets. Witnesses stopped at the light saw a gray Dodge 
pickup headed in a westerly direction coming up in the eastbound lane. The truck stopped beside Adrienne's car and 
witnesses saw the driver pick up a gun and point it at the car. The witnesses heard a shotgun blast and saw the glass in 
the car windows shatter. 


The truck then drove off and turned south on Pascagoula Street. Two of the witnesses, Robert Auth and Craig Taylor, 
who were in a van owned by Jackson County Maintenance, after seeing that there was nothing they could do to help, 
went to see if they could find the truck. They saw the truck at the light on Convent Street. They took down the license 
plate number and then returned to the scene of the shooting. 


Another witness to the shooting, Joseph Bourgeois, wrote down a description of the truck and what he thought was the 
tag number. The witnesses identified Michael Graham as the driver of the truck. 


Officer Eric Rayborn with the City of Pascagoula was on duty that morning. He was on Market Street when he was 
advised that a shot had been fired on Jackson Avenue close to Pascagoula Street. When he arrived on the scene, he saw 
a black Lincoln parked in the road heading west. He noticed that both of the front windows were broken out of the car. 
Inside the car, he saw a female sitting in the driver's seat with her head back against the headrest. She hada gun blast 
to her left temple. Four witnesses told Officer Rayborn what had happened. The woman's driver license identified her as 
Adrienne Graham. 


Michael proceeded to the office of Donald Sigalas. Michael told Sigalas that he thought he had shot Adrienne. He said 
that it had happened on Market Street. Sigalas offered to take him to the police department. When they turned on 
Pascagoula Street, Michael said that he did not want to go that way, so Sigalas took him to the sheriff's department 


instead. 


Detective Sergeant David Tucker of the Pascagoula Police Department heard on the police radio that the truck involved 
in the shooting had been located in front of Donnie Sigalas' office on Market Street. Tucker proceeded to Market Street 
and saw the pickup. Inside the truck on the front seat, he found an ax handle and a cartridge hull. He also saw the 
barrel of what he thought was a high-powered rifle on the floorboard in front of the bench seat. A towel was thrown over 
the butt of the gun and when he flipped the towel back, he saw that it was a shotgun. The gun was identified as a twelve 
gauge, Remington 1100, semiautomatic, serial number M269805V. 


Officer James Hunter with the Pascagoula Police Department ran a check on the tag number of the truck located in front 
of Sigalas' office. The truck was registered in the name of Michael D. Graham. 
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John Michael Allen, a forensic scientist specializing in firearm and tool mark evidence, examined the shotgun hull in 
order to determine if it was fired from the shotgun found in the truck. He made test comparisons and gave as his opinion 
that the shotgun hull was indeed fired from the gun. 


Dr. Paul McGarry, a forensic pathologist, performed an autopsy on Adrienne Graham. He determined that the cause of 
death was due to a shotgun wound to the head which entered the left temple and exited the right temple, massively 
disrupting her brain. He found two buckshot inside her head. She had extensive powder stippling around the entry 
wound indicating that the shot was at close range, from three to five feet. 


Sergeant Glen Veil with the Pascagoula Police Department participated in taking a witness statement and fingerprinting 
Michael Graham. Sergeant Veil turned the fingerprints over to Lieutenant Hunter. Lieutenant Hunter lifted fingerprints 
from the shotgun. He sent those fingerprints along with the print card he had received from Sergeant Veil to the 
Mississippi Crime Lab. 


Lonnie Arrinder, a fingerprint examiner with the Mississippi Crime Lab, was asked to compare latent prints with the 
known fingerprints of Michael Graham. He found that six fingerprints had been made by the same person whose 
fingerprints were on the card. 


Michael Graham was indicted by the Jackson County Grand Jury in its April 1989 term. The indictment charged that he 
did unlawfully, wilfully, feloniously and of his malice aforethought, kill and murder Adrienne Klasky Graham on April 7, 
1989. Graham's trial was conducted on October 9 and 10, 1989. The jury found Graham guilty of murder. He was 
sentenced by the court to serve a period of life in the custody of the Mississippi Department of Corrections. 


On October 12, 1989, Graham filed a Motion for New Trial in which he contended that the court erred in denying his 
request at trial that the jury be instructed on the lesser-included offense of manslaughter. A hearing was held on the 
Motion on February 28, 1989, and the court overruled the Motion. Graham appeals the rejection of his manslaughter 
instructions. 


LAW 


Graham offered three jury instructions which would have allowed the jury to consider the lesser-included offense of 
manslaughter as an alternative to murder. The court refused to grant the instructions. Graham contends that the court 
erred in so refusing because the evidence supported a manslaughter instruction. 


In order to determine whether a lesser-included offense instruction should be submitted to the jury, this Court has 
developed a test. 


[A] lesser included offense instruction should be granted unless the trial judge - and ultimately this Court - can say, 
taking the evidence in the light most favorable to the accused, and considering all reasonable favorable inferences which 
may be drawn in favor of the accused from the evidence, that no reasonable jury could find the defendant guilty of the 
lesser included offense (and conversely not guilty of at least one essential element of the principal charge). 


Gates v. State, 484 So. 2d 1002, 1004 (Miss. 1986) [quoting Harper v. State, 478 So. 2d 1017, 1021 (Miss. 1985)]. The 
evidence must warrant an instruction on the lesser-included offense before it can be granted. Stevens v. State, 458 So. 
2d 726, 731 (Miss. 1984). 


Miss. Code Ann. 97-3-35 (1972) deals with manslaughter committed in the heat of passion. That section reads, "The 
killing of a human being, without malice, in the heat of passion, but in a cruel or unusual manner, or by the use of a 
dangerous weapon, without authority of law, and not in necessary self-defense, shall be manslaughter." 


"Heat of passion" has been defined by this Court as: 


In criminal law, a state of violent and uncontrollable rage engendered by a blow or certain other provocation given, 
which will reduce a homicide from the grade of murder to that of manslaughter. Passion or anger suddenly aroused at 
the time by some immediate and reasonable Provocation, by words or acts of one at the time. The term includes an 
emotional state of mind characterized by anger, rage, hatred, furious resentment or terror. 


Mullins v. State, 493 So. 2d 971, 974 (Miss. 1986) [quoting Black's Law Dictionary, 650 (5th Ed. 1979)]. The passion felt 
by the person committing the act "should be superinduced by some 


insult, provocation, or injury, which would naturally and instantly produce, in the minds of ordinarily constituted men, 
the highest degree of exasperation." Barnett v. State, 563 So. 2d 1377, 1379 (Miss. 1990) [quoting Preston v. State, 25 
Miss. 383, 387 (1853)]. 

The crime of murder requires premeditation or a deliberate design. Miss. Code Ann. 97-3-19 (1) (Supp. 1990), 
“Although our law has never prescribed any particular ex ante time requirement, the essence of the required intent is 


that the accused must have had some appreciable time for reflection and consideration before pulling the trigger." 
Blanks v. State, 542 So, 2d 222, 226-227 (Miss. 1989). 
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If there is any evidence which would support a conviction of manslaughter, an instruction on manslaughter should be 
given. In Roberts v. State, 458 So. 2d 719 (Miss. 1984), the Court said that the defendant's statement "I didn't mean to 
do it baby, my baby" was a sufficient basis for a manslaughter instruction. Moreover, 


The law of Mississippi is liberal on what constitutes manslaughter on the facts, and makes considerable allowance for 
the frailties of human passion; . . . There must not only be passion and anger to reduce a crime to manslaughter, but 
there must be such circumstances as would indicate that a normal mind would be roused to the extent that the reason is 
overthrown and that passion usurps the mind destroying judgment. 


Windham v. State, 520 So. 2d 127, 127 (Miss. 1988) [quoting Calvin v. State, 175 Miss. 699, 703, 168 So. 75, 75 75 
(1936)]. 


Michael Graham contends that the evidence supported a manslaughter instruction. Graham differentiates his situation 
from that where there is some sudden provocation. He says the provocation in his case was a slow kindling which began 
with the divorce and was fueled by the returns to court. The process with which he was served on April 3, 1989, four 
days before he shot Adrienne, was the last straw. Although he did not immediately do anything, Graham contends that 
he was acting in the heat of passion when he killed Adrienne which suspended the exercise of judgment which an 
ordinary, reasonable man would otherwise exercise. Graham did not testify himself at his trial. To support his 
contention, he relies on the testimony of the attorneys who represented him during the divorce proceedings and on the 
testimony of his family all of whom noticed a change in Graham after the divorce. 


In rejecting Graham's argument, the court said that it was 

aware that domestic disputes cause hard feelings. However, the court was of the opinion that a long-standing domestic 
dispute was not grounds for a manslaughter instruction. We agree. There was no evidence in this case of a sudden 
provocation. In fact, one of Graham's attorneys said that Graham had threatened the lives of Adrienne and her father 


during previous proceedings. Using the test in Gates, supra, we can say that no reasonable jury could find Graham guilty 
of manslaughter.

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Adrienne’s Story 


Adrienne Klasky, a daughter of a prominent family from 
Pascagoula, Mississippi, was a loving person destined for greatness. However, to the surprise of her 
friends and family, Adrienne married Michael David Graham in October, 1980 and soon gave birth to 
two sons. 


Adrienne began telling friends that her husband had been emotionally and physically abusive to her not 
long after she became a mother but was embarrassed to come forward about the abuse since she and her 
family were well known in Pascagoula. Adrienne remained in the abusive marriage until she separated 
from her abuser nearly six years later. 


Adrienne’s estranged husband began stalking her, her family and friends relentlessly after the separation. 
Unfortunately at this time Mississippi did not have laws to protect women from stalking, nor was there a 
mandatory arrest law for misdemeanor domestic violence assault. Adrienne was finally able to obtain a 
protection order — one year after the separation and eight months after her divorce was final. The 
stalking became even more aggressive. Her life had turned into a nightmare of constant harassment from 
her ex-husband. She went to great lengths to try to avoid him. He threatened to kill her many times and 
she knew he had guns. At 33 and afraid to live alone, she and her two sons moved in with her parents. 
She knew for years that her abuser would kill her. She just didn’t know when. 


That day came on April 7, 1989. After years of stalking and harassing Adrienne, her abuser followed 
through on his promises to kill her. Adrienne sat in her vehicle at a red light in downtown Pascagoula, 
MS, when her ex-husband pulled up beside her door, pulled out a shotgun, and shot her at point blank 
range. Adrienne Klasky was killed instantly. 


The entire community was in shock after this tragedy. How could something like this happen to one of 
it’s citizens? Why were there no laws on the books that made stalking a criminal and prosecutable 
offense? How could Adrienne die after fighting so hard to live? Outrage ran rampant in Pascagoula, 
along the Mississippi Gulf Coast, the state and the nation. Criminal justice officials and law makers 
fought to make drastic changes to protect women and Mississippi enacted its first stalking law in 1992. 


On October 10, 1989 Adrienne’s abuser and killer was sentence to life for her murder. He was granted a 


parole hearing on three (3) separate occasions and each were denied. He was then was transferred on 
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April 4, 2004 to the Governor’s mansion to serve as a trusty. On July 19, 2008, the unthinkable 
happened. Gov. Haley Barbour commuted the killer’s life sentence, effectively setting him free on parole 
through an indefinite suspension of his sentence. Gov. Barbour did not contact the parole board or any of 
Adrienne’s friends or family prior to his decision. 


Friends, family, victim advocates, criminal justice officials, law enforcement officers, legislators elected 
local officials and the Gulf Coast Women’s Center for Nonviolence pleaded with the governor through 
calls and letters to reverse his decision to release Adrienne’s killer. This was to no avail and to this day 
Gov. Barbour has never personally responded to any of the pleas, the family nor the media. 


Adrienne’s story represents the real fear that domestic violence victims possess on a daily basis. The 
Gulf Coast Women’s Center for Nonviolence understands the need to provide a safe space for victims to 
seek solace, support and advocacy to make a clean and safe break from their abusive homes. Adrienne’s 
House is this safe space. We are honored to be able to provide shelter and services to victim’s in 
Adrienne’s name and highlight the fight she fought to free herself from abuse. She made the difficult 
choice to leave her abusive marriage and opened the door for many individuals from this community to 
do the same.

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Mississippi's Governor Releases Michael David Graham 


Michael Graham basically blew his ex-wife's head off with a shotgun at close range in 1989, and now 
his sentence has been commuted by the governor. From the Mississippi Press: 


Convicted killer's release triggers community anger 


Nancy Northern said Friday that she's outraged her aunt's killer is being released from prison today -- 
courtesy of Gov. Haley Barbour -- after he served only 19 years of a life sentence. The governor this 
week commuted 54-year-old Michael David Graham's sentence for murdering Northern's aunt, Adrienne 
Klasky Graham. Graham has been incarcerated since 1989 and has been a trusty at the governor's 
mansion for the last eight years. "I've written a letter to Haley Barbour telling him that he should stay 
in prison," Northern said. "He ruined my family and now the governor is giving him a second chance. No 
one gave my aunt a second chance. He took her away from us -- her father, her mother, her children, my 
mother, all of us." 


When contacted Friday and told of Klasky's family and the community being outraged over the 
governor's decision, Pete Smith, spokesman for Barbour, declined to comment, saying, "We've released 
all of the information we are going to." There are no restrictions on where Graham can live in the 
state, said Suzanne Singletary, director of the communications division at the Mississippi Department of 
Corrections. Klasky's family has heard rumors of Graham planning to live in Hinds County, but 
Singletary said the state agency does not disclose relocation destinations for inmates. Smith said 
Thursday that Graham will not live in Jackson County, but was unsure of the convicted felon's plans. 
Singletary said details of Graham's commuted sentence are still being worked out. "He will have to 
check in with parole officers once he's released as if he's on parole," Singletary said. "He'll always be a 
convicted felon. That won't change." Singletary called Graham's commuted sentence "an indefinite 
suspended sentence." 


"It can be revoked," she said. "It all depends on his good behavior." Graham shot his ex-wife at close 
range with a 12-gauge shotgun as she sat in her car at a traffic signal at the intersection of Jackson 
Avenue and Pascagoula Street on April 7, 1989. He left the scene, but later turned himself in to 
authorities at the urging of his attorney, Don Sigalas. The couple had been divorced for three years and 
she alleged he was stalking and threatening her regularly. Jamie Hunter retired from the Pascagoula 
Police Department in June. As a young detective, Hunter was one of the first officers to arrive at the 
scene. He said Klasky's murder still haunts him. "It's one of the most gruesome I've ever seen," said the 
32-year law enforcement officer. "I still remember that day vividly." Hunter said when he arrived, 
Klasky was still sitting in the driver's seat of her vehicle. Graham had pulled into the oncoming lane and 
fired from the right side of his truck into the driver's side of her car. The shot struck Klasky in the left 
temple, killing her instantly. "It was at close range," Hunter said. "A shotgun blast to the head. It was 
gruesome.” Hunter said Klasky's father, Lyle, arrived on the scene and had to be consoled by officers. 
He was owner of then-Brumfield's Department Store and was just across the street from where his 
daughter was killed. "It was very emotional," Hunter said. "It's a mistake to let him out of jail."

Hunter said the incident was difficult for the entire community on many levels. 


"People thought we could indict him on a capital murder charge because it was premeditated," 
Hunter said, adding that he believes Graham planned his ex-wife's murder. "But that was not the way 
the law was written then. We charged him with what we could at the time. | wish we could have 
charged him with capital murder. | think he'd stalked her that day with the purpose of executing her -- 
that's exactly what he did -- execute her." 


Northern described Klasky as a kind, gentle woman who loved to laugh. "She was so funny," 
Northern said. "We used to make brownies together. She was a wonderful woman. He ruined my family. 
He should not be allowed to feel the sunshine, get an ice cream cone or see a rainbow. He should stay in 
prison for life like he was supposed to." Graham has appeared before the state parole board three 
times since his incarceration, but was unsuccessful in his release attempts. Northern said she and other 
family members testified at those hearings that he should not ever be let out of prison. Smith said 
Thursday he's unsure if Barbour consulted the parole board before making the decision to release the 


convicted felon. 


"He killed her in cold blood," Northern said. "He shot her in the face. Even if he's been a model 
prisoner, he does not deserve to be released." 


Hunter agreed with Northern. 


“some crimes that people commit do not deserve a second chance," Hunter said. "This was one of 


them."

The Mississippi Pardons

Gov. Haley Barbour of Mississippi has to decide whether to show mercy to two sisters, 


Jamie and Gladys Scott, who are each serving double consecutive life sentences in state 
prison for a robbery in which no one was injured and only $11 was taken. 


This should be an easy call for a law-and-order governor who has, nevertheless, displayed a 
willingness to set free individuals convicted of far more serious crimes. Mr. Barbour has 
already pardoned four killers and suspended the life sentence of a fifth. 


The Scott sisters have been in prison for 16 years. Jamie, now 38, is seriously ill. Both of her 
kidneys have failed. Keeping the two of them locked up any longer is unconscionable, 
grotesquely inhumane. 


The sisters were accused of luring two men to a spot outside the rural town of Forest, Miss., 
in 1993, where the men were robbed by three teenagers, one of whom had a shotgun. The 
Scott sisters knew the teens. The evidence of the sisters’ involvement has always been 
ambiguous, at best. The teenagers pleaded guilty to the crime, served two years in prison 
and were released. All were obliged by the authorities, as part of their plea deals, to 
implicate the sisters. 


No explanation has ever emerged as to why Jamie and Gladys Scott were treated so 


severely. 


In contrast, Governor Barbour has been quite willing to hand get-out-of-jail-free cards to 
men who unquestionably committed shockingly brutal crimes. The Jackson Free Press, an 
alternative weekly, and Slate Magazine have catalogued these interventions by Mr. Barbour. 
Some Mississippi observers have characterized the governor’s moves as acts of mercy; 
others have called them dangerous abuses of executive power. 


The Mississippi Department of Corrections confirmed Governor Barbout’s role in the five 
cases, noting that the specific orders were signed July 16, 2008: 


° Bobby Hays Clark was pardoned by the governor. He was serving a long sentence for 
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manslaughter and aggravated assault, having shot and killed a former girlfriend and badly 
beaten her boyfriend. 


* Michael David Graham had his life sentence for murder suspended by Governor Barbour. 
Graham had stalked his ex-wife, Adrienne Klasky, for years before shooting her to death as 
she waited for a traffic light in downtown Pascagoula. 


* Clarence Jones was pardoned by the governor. He had murdered his former girlfriend in 
1992, stabbing her 22 times. He had already had his life sentence suspended by a previous 
governor, Ronnie Musgrove. 


+ Paul Joseph Warnock was pardoned by Governor Barbour. He was serving life for the 
murder of his girlfriend in 1989. According to Slate, Warnock shot his girlfriend in the back 
of the head while she was sleeping. 


¢ William James Kimble was pardoned by Governor Barbour. He was serving life for the 
murder and robbery of an elderly man in 1991. 


Radley Balko, in an article for Slate, noted that none of the five men were given relief 
because of concerns that they had been unfairly treated by the criminal justice system. 
There were no questions about their guilt or the fairness of the proceedings against them. 
But they did have one thing in common. All, as Mr. Balko pointed out, had been enrolled in 
a special prison program “that had them doing odd jobs around the Mississippi governor’s 


mansion.” 


The idea that those men could be freed from prison and allowed to pursue whatever kind of 
lives they might wish while the Scott sisters are kept locked up, presumably for the rest of 
their lives, is beyond disturbing. 


Supporters of the Scott sisters, including their attorney, Chokwe Lumumba, and Ben 
Jealous of the N.A.A.C.P., have asked Governor Barbour to intervene, to use his executive 


power to free the women from prison. 


A spokeswoman for the governor told me he has referred the matter to the state’s parole 
board. Under Mississippi law, the governor does not have to follow the recommendation of 
the board. He is free to act on his own. With Jamie Scott seriously ill (her sister and others 
have offered to donate a kidney for a transplant), the governor should move with dispatch. 


The women’s mother, Evelyn Rasco, told The Clarion-Ledger of Jackson, Miss.: “I wish they 
would just hurry up and let them out. I hope that is where it is leading to. That would be the 
only justified thing to do.” 
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An affidavit submitted to the governor on behalf of the Scott sisters says: “Jamie and Gladys 
Scott respectfully pray that they each be granted a pardon or clemency of their sentences on 
the grounds that their sentences were too severe and they have been incarcerated for too 
long. If not released, Jamie Scott will probably die in prison.” 


As they are both serving double life sentences, a refusal by the governor to intervene will 
most likely mean that both will die in prison.

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History of the Longfellow House 


It was during the time that Mr. and Mrs. Pollock owned the 
house, the longest that it belonged to one family, from 


approximately 1902 to 1938, that the house was named "Bellvue". 


Mr. Pollock was a plantation owner and banker and while he 
owned "Bellvue", it saw its happiest days. Mr. Pollock had 
moved to New Orleans where his two daughters were presented 


to New Orleans society and considered to be outstanding beau- 


ties of the day. After the younger daughter married, Mr. 
Pollock bought "Bellvue". The house, furnished with the | 
Pollock's beautiful furniture, was the scene of many house 
parties made up of people from New Orleans. The two guest 
houses on either side of the house were usually filled with 
visitors. After the death of Mr. and Mrs. Pollock, Miss 
Pollock inherited the house, and from her it went to her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Moore who sold it to Mayor Canty in 1938. It was 
later sold to Ingalls Shipbuilding Corporation which made | 
the Longfellow House into a famous tourist resort. ; 


The Longfellow House is probably one of the most majestic 

of the Ante-bellum homes along the Mississippi Gulf Coast. 
Bellvue (as it was formerly called) or Longfellow House has 
stood on the shore of the Gulf of Mexico for over one hundred 
years. The above facts of history concerning it have become 
obscured in romance and legend and it is extremely difficult 
to separate the facts from figments of the imagination. 


It was shortly after the house was built that Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow was supposed to have visited Pascagoula and stayed 
at the house. There is some doubt as to whether he wrote 
"The Building of the Ship" at Pascagoula, but a number of our 
older citizens insist that he did. Be that it may, almost 
everyone believes that Longfellow wrote the poem here as it 
has the line "from Pascagoula's sunny bay" in the poem's 
content.

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Hi, Renee. During the past few days, I've exchanged E-mail messages with Francis Smith of Mobile, whose great 
grandfather, Elias Bonnell Smith, married Mary Adell Williams, a granddaughter of William Crockett Graham 
through his daughter Elizabeth's marriage to Phillip Freeman Williams. 


Included in the family listings which Smith sent me was the text of a notarized statement dated March 2, 1914. 
This statement read "I am a great, great grandson of Savannah Graham, mother of William Graham, father of 
Elizabeth Graham, mother of Idell (sp) William, wife of Barnwell (sp) Smith. It was conveyed to me by Eseneth 
Barrick, daughter of Grover Cleveland Smith, that his great, great grandmother (Savannah Graham) was full 
blooded Choctaw Indian. Savannah Graham was therefore the great grandmother of Adell (Graham) Williams, 
who was the second wife of Elias Bonnell Smith." The statement was signed "Luke W. Conerly, Notary Public, 


Gulfport, MS." 

Grover Cleveland Smith was a son of Elias Bonnell Smith and Mary Adell Williams. 

Have you heard this story before? | suspect it may be a variation of the tale told in the old handwritten note which 
alleges Susannah Ward 's descendancy from Pocahontas. There is one intriguing aspect of the notarized 
statement. After Melba Allen sent me a copy of the old note several years ago, my research related to Susannah 
Ward led me to exchange E-mails with several descendants of Turner Ward, who was named as Susannah's 


father in the old note. In those exchanges, | learned that some of Ward's descendants ended up in Mississippi, 
including a couple of Conerly families.

I'm continuing my electronic digging for descendants of William Crockett Graham. | was able to identify 67 


grandchildren and, thus far, I've found just over 200 great grandchildren.

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Hi, Renee. | enjoyed meeting you during my recent visit to the Jackson County library. | appreciate the time you 
spent with Dick Graham and myself and your information was helpful. 


| recall that you told me you'd seen the old Graham-Jones family bible and that it didn't mention Susanna Ward as 
the mother of the three Jackson County Graham brothers. However, | don't recall what you told me about the 
father. Was the father's name mentioned? If so, do you remember what it was? 


| ask this question because yesterday | stumbled upon a lead which might lead toward information about the 
parents of William Crockett, Joseph and Laird Graham. | found a record that Joseph Graham married Winny 
Gooch in Greene County, GA in 1808. Previously, I'd found a RootsWeb posting by Roger Bohman of Salt Lake 
City naming this couple as the parents of Laird Crockett Graham, whom Bohman said was born in 1810. The 
1820 Jackson County census listed Joseph as having a son of that age. 


The 1850 Jackson County census listed Laird Graham as having been born in GA in 1785. The discovery of 
Joseph's marriage provides a GA location where | might look for information about the brothers' parents. If Laird 
was born in Greene County in 1785 and Joseph married there in 1808, that means the family remained in the 


area long enough to leave some traces. 


There are a couple of pieces of evidence supporting the Greene County theory. Several years ago, | exchanged 
E-mail messages with Dale Grissom of Texas, who is descended from Laird Ware, an early Jackson County 
resident. He told me that Laird Graham wrote a letter of recommendation for Laird Ware when the latter applied 
for a pension. This implies that the two had some prior connection. Laird Ware's people came to Jackson County 


from Greene County, GA. 


In addition, some time ago | exchanged e-mail messages with Melissa Mason of Bethlehem, GA, who is 
descended from Lairds who lived in Greene County. Since most Graham families named their sons William, 
Joseph and John, I've been searching for a connection explaining haw the given name "Laird" sneaked into the 
farsily -- Laird Graham, William Crockett's son, Laird and Joseph's ¢9n, Laird Crockett. 


Adding a little frosting to the Crockett cake, previously | found a farr.sy of Crocketts who lived in neighboring 
Jasper County, GA during the same time the Graham family could Have lived in Greene County. 


I've: just finished reading The Scotch-Irish, a Social History, written i:: 1962 by James Graham Leyburn, who was 
at ‘nat time a professor of history at Washington and Lee University {an institution which, you may know, was 
fouded by a William Graham). The book provides an explanation cf why the Jackson County Grahams seemed 
relt:ctant to settle down in one place after arriving in America. The 1350 Jackson County census listed Joseph as 
born in PA in 1783 and Laird as born in GA in 1783. And yet they aspeared during the early 1800's in Jackson 
County. Leyburn wrote that wanderlust was a characteristic of the Scotch-Irish. He quoted one historian as saying 
thai "the Scotch-Irish never settled down until they'd moved at least three times." So this provides a possible 
explanation for the spasmodic southward migration of the Jackson Gounty Grahams. 


The fact that William Crockett Graham was a Methodist points to a family which resisted settling down quickly ina 
cormmunity. Leyburn wrote that the Scotch-Irish who settled in tight-<nit Pennsylvania communities retained their 
allegiance to Presbyterianism, while those who migrated into less settled areas and mingled with other American 


pioneers often became Baptists or Methodists. 


Sometime in the next few months, | hope to visit Greene County and see what | can find there. (Greene County is 
about a half-day's drive from Charlotte.) I'll keep you informed. If there's information in the old bible which might 
give me a lead as to what to look for in Greene County, please let me know. 


I'm sending a separate message regarding William Crockett Graham's descendants. | recall you said you were 
descended from his son, Joseph. 

Please keep in touch and I'll let you know if | learn more about the brothers’ parents. After | complete this round of 
my Graham searches, I'll send all of my information to you. I've gone about as far as | can go with Laird's 


descendants and now I'm working on Joseph's line. After that's finished, I'll tackle the formidable task of tracing 
the remainder of William Crockett Graham's descendants. His fifty-nine grandchildren provide the potential for a 


lengthy list.

Thanks for your response. | will appreciate any information you can send me. 


Melba thought (and may still think) she found a male descendant of Laird Graham's son William, but | suspect she's 
confused among the several William Grahams of Jackson County. She found a descendant of a Henry Graham who was 
bornin 1889, son of a William born in 1863. That William was the son of a John Graham, whom the census said was 
bornin England. William, the son Laird Graham's son William, was born about 1867 and thus far, !'ve found no record of 
a marriage or children for him. 


Currently, I'm attempting to contact a Leroy Graham, Jr., age 73, who lives in Memphis, TN. Laird's son William had a 
son named Lonzo who had a son named Leroy who was born abt 1908 in George County. One ancestry.com family tree 
(undocumented, of course) claims Leroy died in Memphis in 1998. The 73-year old Leroy, Jr. might be a son. 


My Graham file needs updating by incorporating more recent information I've discovered. After | revise the file, I'll send 
you a PDF file in the event you'd like to replace the one | gave you some years ago. 


Concerning Greene County, GA, I'd guessed the Joseph Graham who married Winnie Gooch in 1808 in Greene County 

was the same Joseph Graham who was listed in the Jackson County censuses of 1850 and 1860. I'd made this incorrect 
assumption because Joseph and Winnie had a son named Laird Crockett Graham and that seemed to infer he belonged 
to the same Graham family as William Crockett Graham. 


However, recently | exchanged E-mail with a descendant of Laird Crockett Graham and she has been to his father 
Joseph's grave in Bossier Parish, LA. So clearly, that's not the Joseph of Jackson County. | don't know where he's buried, 
but | suspect it might be in an unmarked grave (of which there are several) in the Graham Cemetery on the Old Graham 
Place on River Road, which (as of a couple of years ago) was occupied by one of Joseph's descendants, Mrs. Louise 


Mitchell. 
Mrs. ‘Mitchell doesn't seem much interested in family history, so we haven't learned anything from her. 


Also; there's a new development related to the death information about Laird's son ( and my wife's great grandfather), 
John Wesley Graham. The family has long believed a tradition that he died during the Civil War and was buried in 
Cherokee County, AL. However, notes found by Ruffin Graham, Jr. after his father's death imply that John Wesley 
died about 1870 and "was buried near the river." That contradiction remains a mystery, which I'll expound upon further 


in a revised family tree.

Hello, Ms. Hague 


You may or may not remember my meeting you some years ago 
when you were very helpful when I visited the Jackson County 
Library seeking information about my wife's great-great 
grandfather, Laird Graham. At the time, I recall your telling me 
you were descended from Laird's brother, William Crockett 
Graham. 


A new development has occurred in my pursuit of early Jackson 
County Grahams. I'm hoping you might be able to put me in touch 
with a living male descendant of either William Crockett Graham 
or Joseph Graham I'll explain why below. 


A couple of years ago, I persuaded my wife's nephew, Ruffin 
Graham, Jr, to order a Y-DNA test in the hope that his results 
might help in efforts to identify the father of the three Jackson 
County brothers, William Crockett, Joseph and Laird Graham. 
My results in the McRae DNA project yielded numerous close 
matches and we hoped for the same with Ruffin. 


To our surprise, he had no matches -- not even distant -- with 
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any of the more than 200 Grahams in that family DNA project. 
His only close matches were with two Messers and a Ladnier. 
The Messer testers are descended from a Christian Sargent 
Messer who was born in PA about 1761. The Ladnier tester 

is descended from Christian Messer, one of the earliest 

settlers in Jackson County. Ruffin's DNA results suggest a 
non-parental event occurred associated with either a Messer or 
a Ladnier at some time in the past. There are circumstances 
which might explain either DNA match. 


Joseph Graham of Jackson County was born in PA in 1783 
according to the census of 1850. Christian Sargent Messer was 
born in PA about 1761. In 1749, A John Messer and a John 
Graham were both listed on the tax rolls of Little Cove in Franklin 
County, PA. In 1756 of that year, 49 of the cove's residents were 
massacred in an Indian raid. There's no mention of Messers in the 
cove after 1756 but the Grahams were still there. One could 
speculate that a young Messer male child became orphaned and 
was raised by a Graham family and took their surname in adulthood. 
That child could have been the father of the three Jackson ay 
brothers. That's one possibility. 


In the 1820 Jackson County census, Jacob and Peter Ladnier, 
descendants of the immigrant Christian Ladnier, were listed 
along with the Graham brothers. Laird was the closest to 

the Ladniers in the census listing. The non-parental event 

in that case would have involved an illicit hayloft encounter 
between a male Ladnier and Laird Graham's wife, resulting in the 
conception of my wife's great-grandfather, John Wesley Graham, 
who was born in 1832. That's a second scenario. 


It's possible the common ancestor could have been 
pre-immigration, although thus far I've found nothing to support 
that contention. A Ladnier descendant in Florida traced his 

family back to the village of Seewis im Prattigau in Graubunden, 
Switzerland. Independently, a Messer researcher in North Carolina 
who did not know the Ladnier researcher traced their family back 
to the same village. Thus, it seems fairly likely that my wife's 
Graham family was Swiss rather than Scotch-Irish as they believed. 
I've looked for evidence that a Swiss Grimm family americanized 
their named to Graham but haven't yet found evidence of that. 


If we can find a male Graham descendant of either William 
Crockett Graham or Joseph Graham, Ruffin and I will pay for 
a DNA test, which is easy and takes only a few minutes. 
(Swabs applied to the insides of the cheeks.) A male is 
necessary because the Y-DNA chromosome is passed down 
through the male line only. 


If a male descendant of either William or Joseph had close 
matches to other testers in the Graham project, then the 
Jackson County non-parental event would seem the most 
likely. On the other hand, if the tester had a close match with 
Ruffin, that would suggest the non-parental event occurred 
prior to the brothers' arrival in Jackson County. This would 
point to the possibility of the PA scenario or an earlier 
unidentified non-parental event in Switzerland. 


Incidentally, after my wife's oldest brother, Ruffin Graham, Sr., 
died,. Ruffin, Jr. found a box where his father had stored notes 
pertaining to his family's relatives. Those notes mentioned 
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kinship to descendants of both William Crockett Graham and 
Joseph Graham, seeming to confirm they were relatives of Laird. 


If you happen to know of a living male descendant of either 
William Crockett Graham or Joseph Graham, I would appreciate 
your telling me how to get in touch with them. A male descendant 
of William Crockett would have to be descended from his son 
Joseph, who married Nancy Lyons. They had only one son, 
William, who married Annie Faggard, They had four sons, 
Charles, Francis, William and Edward. Hopefully, you might know 
of a descendant of one of these sons. 


The best prospects for a descendant of Joseph Graham would be 
males who were sons of his son, John McDonald Graham, who 

is buried in the Graham cemetery on the Old Graham Place on 
River Road northeast of Vancleave. John McDonald's son Joseph 
Q. Graham had sons Nolan and Austin. As of about eight years ago, 
his son Steed had a living grandson named Ronald Graham, but I've 
lost track of him. John McD. also had sons named John Knox and 
Ernest. 


Ruffin, Jr talked to a Richard Graham who lives on Monger Road not 
far from the Old Graham Place, only to learn he was adopted and 
thus not a DNA testing prospect. 


Anything you can do to help would be much appreciated. If we 
find a tester, I'll keep you apprised of his tests results.

Your letter in response to my inquiry concerning the DEAR - GRAHAM 

lines is appreciated. The information you sent about the deaths of 

James Dear and his wife Margaret encourages me to make further search 

for the descendants of these. I had almost given up hope of find?ng them. 


Since you have shown enough interest to answer my inquiry, I will now 
briefly outline my connection with the family and my present problen. 


FIRST: my connection 


I am Paul Crawford, son of 
William Preston Crawford, son of 
Henry Nelson Crawford, son of 
Benjamin Alexander Crawford, son of 
Jesse Crawford ( 1795 - 1869 ) 


The said Jesse Crawford married FLORA GRAHAM about 1815 in the area of 
Effingham and Screven Counties, Georqia. These came to Marion County, 
Mississippi about 1816. Also the parents of Flora Graham Crawford 

came to Marion County with most of their other children. The parents 
of the said Flora Graham Crawford were DOUGALD GRAHAM and FLORA . 


The said Dougald and Flora Graham with their family were in Richmond 
County, North Carolina in the 1780s and 1790s. They then moved to 

a place near the line of Screven and Effingham Counties, Georgia. 

One of their sons, John Graham, remained in Georgia where some of 

his descendants are living today. Also one of their daughters probably 
remained in Georgia. 


One of the daughters of Dovugald & Flora was MARGARET GRAHAM who married 
James Dear in Marion County 1820. This Margaret Graham therefore was 
a sister of my great greatrgrandmother, Flora GRaham Crawford; hence 
my interest in the Dear family. 


Now for James and Margaret Dear in particuler: 


The 1830 and 1840 census records of Simpson County, MS show that 

they had sons and daughters. Their names are not found in the 

1850 Mississippi census index. Therefore I do not know the names of 
their children. 


James and Margaret are found in records of STRONG RIVER BAPTIST CHURCH 
1830 through 1843 


In 1860 census this couple was in RANKIN County. No children with 
them at that time. His age was 61; her age 66. 


In 1867 James and Margaret Dear sold land in Rankin County. 
This is the latest record I have of them 
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By comparing the akove notes with what you sent, my guess is that 
James and Margaret went to live with one of their children in 
Anderson County, Texas or somewhere in Louisiana with @nother child. 


TWO PROBLEMS: 
1. WHEN did James Dear die in Anderson County, Texas ? 


2. WHERE did Margaret Dear die in Louisiana 1870. ? 


I think there is an index for Louisiana 1870 census at Centroplex 
Library, Baton Rouge. Perhaps that will help. ? 


A search of Anderson County, Texas telephone directories may 
locate some of the Dear family at this time. 


At any rate, you have given me some good clues. 


I note that, on your card, you list among the families, the name of 
Hartsfield. Perhaps this will be of interest to you: 
I have good reason to believe that one George Washington Hartfield 
was married to ALICEY ( ALICIA AMANDA ) GRAHAM shortly after 1860. 
These lived in what is now Lamar County. The said Alicia Amanda 
was daughter of Archibald Graham and his wife Sarah Brown Graham. 
Archibald and Sarah were married 1825 in Lawrence County, MS. 


I have good reasons to believe that the said Archilaid Graham was 
a krother of John Graham ( who lived in Covington County ), and 

of Ann Graham Dampier ( who was married to Stephen Dampier in 
Effingham Co., Georgia 1811 ) Stephen and Ann came to Mississippi 
and lived in Covington Co. and later in Simpson County.

_Even though he has lost. four members of 
his immediate family in the last 14 years 
Kevin is looking forward to the future as 
he heads to the University of Mississippi 


on a $24,000 Lucky Day scholarship that is. 


awarded to students based on need. 
“Without the scholarship, I probably 
wouldn't be going to college,” Kevin said. 
In the face of a life filled with adversity, 
Kevin said he has found strength and com- 
fort from his friends and their families whom 
he has known since he was a young child. 
T have two really great cousins and I 
ie Le greatest friends,” Kevin said. “I 
ove all my friends and they h 
me through a lot.” . we sca 


Kevin was only 5 when his mother, Adri- 


enne Klasky, was killed by her ex-husband 
Michael Graham, on April 7, 1989, at the 


intersection of Pascagoula Street and Jack- a 


son Avenue. 


Her death stunned the community, She _ 


left behind two young sons. Graham was 
convicted of murder and is serving a life 
sentence. 

“I don’t really remember much about that 
day,” Kevin said. “I was at Bethel Christian 
Academy in the gym when they came to get 
me. I don’t even remember who it was.”

The young boy was taken to 
his “Nannie’s” home where he 
went everyday after school. 
There, he was told his mother 
had died. 

“I didn’t really understand it 
all at the time because I was so 
young,” Klasky said. 

He and his older brother, 
Michael, went to live with their 
maternal grandparents, Lyle 
and Barbara Klasky. Lyle 
Klasky was a well-known busi- 
nessman in the city and former 
owner of Brumfield’s. 

“Then, my grandmother died 
when I was about 8 or 9 and 


_ soon after that my aunt, Syd- 


ney Klasky, came to live with 
us and help my grandpa with 
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us,” Kevin said. 

Kevin grew up attending 
Pascagoula schools, first at 
Beach Elementary and then at 
Trent Lott Middle before going 
to Pascagoula High School. 

But during his freshman year, 
tragedy struck again. Within 
months of being diagnosed with 
cancer, Lyle Klasky succumbed 
to the disease, leaving his 
daughter Sydney Klasky to take 
care of the two teens. But her 
health was not the best as she 
battled lupus and fibrosis in her 
lungs. 

About two years ago, older 
brother Michael joined the U.S. 
Army and is stationed at Fort 
Bragg, N.C. 

“After Michael left, it was just 
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the two of us,” Kevin said. 

As Sydney Klasky’s health 
began to deteriorate, Kevin jug- 
gled school work and hospital 
visits that increased intensely 
during the past four months. 

“It’s been a crazy year,” Kevin 
said. “I’ve have had a lot going 
on with all this college stuff and 
trying to get everything ready 
and going back and forth to the 
hospital.” 

Sydney Klasky wanted to 
attend her nephew's graduation 
Thursday night at War Memor- 
ial Stadium. But hours before 
he was to walk with his class, 
she died at Singing River Hos- 
pital. 

“I know Kevin realizes that 
Sydney is with him in a much 


bigger way now, and that she 
did see him graduate,” said 
Renee Hague, whose daughter, 
Laura, is Kevin’s girlfriend. 

“We just love Kevin,” Hague 
said. “He is such a spiritual per- 
son. He is courageous and 
compassionate and the first to 
help anyone who needs help. He 
just wants to make good out of 
everything that has happened 
to him.” 

Amazingly, after everything 
that has occurred in Kevin’s life, 
he is not bitter. 

“Yes, I have grieved for those I 
have lost, but I have mourned 
and then I have put it away,” 
Kevin said. 

“I have come to realize that 

there’s not much you can do 
about these kinds of things 
because what is going to hap- 
penis goingtohappen.” — 

But Kevin has not been alone 
to face each tragedy. Not only 
have Kevin’s friends provided 
him with support, but many of 
their parents have become sur- 
rogate parents to him. 

“Kevin has had more trau- 
mas, more to cope with than 
any other student I have ever 
worked with,” said Deb Bana- 
han, a PHS counselor. Her son, 
Johnny Banahan is one of 
Kevin’s friends. 

“A lot of people would have 
given up and felt sorry for 
themselves, but not Kevin. He 
has never felt sorry for him- 
self; he just keeps going. He 
cares a lot about his education 
and how others perceive him.
